I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Statistical  Review 
for  the  year'  1969-  It  was  gratifying  to  find  that  this 
shortened  form  of  the  Annual  Report,  which  I introduced  last  year, 
met  with  general  approval „ It  is  difficult  to  ascribe  any 
significance  to  most  of  the  marginal  variations  which  occur  from 
year  to  year 5 my  consolidated  Report,  covering  a 5-year  period, 
will  be  a better  commentary  on  the  health  of  the  population  and 
the  environmental  factors  which  affect  it. 

During  1969  the  vital  statistics  and  the  notifications  of 
infectious  diseases  in  the  area  showed  no  notable  features. 

One  of  the  periodic  outbreaks  of  measles  occurred  here  early 
in  th&  yfear|  this  was  rather  later  than  in  most  parts  of  the 
country  so  that  in  both  Districts  the  figures  for  1969  0X6 
inflated. 

On  the  environmental  side  there  is  evidence  of  further 
improvement  thanks  to  the  more  intensive  and  efficient  preventive 
work  of  both  Public  Health  Departments.  This  was  achieved  only 
through  an  increased  amount  of  work  on  the  part  of  everybody 
concerned. 

I am  glad  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  both  staffs 
for  their  efforts  during  this  year  and  to  those  who  compiled  in- 
formation for  this  report.
